dependent four-city San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District which includes Alhambra, Azusa, 
Monterey Park and Sierra Madre. 

The water district tax rate for Monrovia pro¬ 
perty owners for 1984-85 was .0263. For Sierra 
Madre property owners it was .1086 400% 

higher. (Update: the 1985-86 rale was .0765, but 
still third highest on the tax bill). 

Sierra Madre’s rate increase was 43% over 
1983-84 — 47%, if one counts the increase in as¬ 
sessed value (the 1985-86 drop represents a de¬ 
crease to about the 1983-84 level). 

Sierra Madre receives no water from the four- 
city district and no means of getting it to us exists, 
in the event that we should need it. 

In other words, we are being taxed for a very 
expensive “insurance policy” which has no way to 
pay off. 

Our district was formed in 1957 as an alter¬ 
native to joining the giant MWD. By law, 
every city had to belong to a district and we were 
dubbed the “four maverick cities” for our choice. 
In the early ’70s, dissidents within our district 
who felt we should join MWD forced an elec¬ 
tion. The election failed and we remained inde¬ 
pendent. The independence has proved to be cost¬ 
ly, at least to Sierra Madre. 

A few years later, a $171/2 million dollar bond 
issue to underwrite the building of a pipeline to 
bring Feather River water from Devil’s Canyon to 
Azusa received a favorable vote from the other 
three cities, which draw water from the San Gabriel

Careful auto 
owners’ rules 

Nationwide, a car Is stolen every 33 
seconds. One-third of all stolen cars are 
never found. 

To guard against losing your auto to a 
thief, we suggest remembering the follow¬ 
ing rules of caution: 

• Lock your car, including trunk or hatch¬ 
back. At home, make sure the garage Is 
locked too. 

• Never leave your car running with no 
one in it. 

• Don’t hide a spare key. Thieves know 
all the hiding holes. 

• In newer cars, don’t disconnect the buz¬ 
zer, that warns you of keys left In the Ig¬ 
nition. It is a good (If Irritating) reminder.

While Congress struggles to pass a tax 
reform bill, their constituents and the rest of 
the country can live with, (and finally manage 
to pass it), someone quotes Will Rogers: 
“Politics are just about as exciting as war and 
every bit as dangerous. In war you can only 
be killed once, but in politics it’s possible just 
every time you turn around.” 

Maybe that’s why so many experts keep 
telling us that if some part of the new law 
doesn’t work, why Congress will just turn 
around again and change it. Back to what the 
old law was? We’ll find out eventually. 

Especially in the case of deductions, looks 
like. Capital gains will be gone — everything 
is fully taxable, but as the new rates apply 
to your situation. Mortgage interest becomes 
deductible for two homes only. Interest on car 
loans, credit cards — nixed. Medical expense 
deductions will shrink. Charity is de'ductible 
only for itemizers. Income and property taxes 
are still deductible, but not sales taxes. The 
two-earner deduction is gone. Income averag¬ 
ing is gone. 

Many think IRAs will vanish too, but 
only if you are also covered by a private 
pension plan. You will get the full $2000- 
year deduction if you are otherwise OK for it; 
couples with adjusted gross to $40,000, singles 
to $25,000. Existing IRAs can make taxable 
contributions and interest is still deferred.

Altadena’s Theater 
Americana is one of 
those community theater 
groups that began as 
much for social as for 
artistic reasons. It is uni¬ 
que in that, with few 
exceptions, it produces 
only original plays. Its 
play-reading committee 
advertises widely in trade 
publications and claims 
to read up to 400 scripts 
a year in the search for 
the four that make up 
their season. They have 
sometimes come up with 
gems and the man who 
writes their melodramas 
is regularly published. 

, But,, seldom do top wri¬ 
ters send scripts into the 
wilds of upper Altadena 
and sometimes the qual¬ 
ity of the four “best” 
makes you applaud the 
heroism of those who 
must read the 396 others. 

Their 53rd season be¬ 
gins with a puzzle. “A 
Tradition of Service” by 
William Stackhouse is 
one of three things: 

A. A play with an 
interesting, but not 
particularly original 
plot, written with ver¬ 
bose dialogue, full of 
hopeless cliches, which 
has been enlivened by 
a young director who 
has satirized it into 
some kind of absurd- 
est production, full of 
mostly irrelevant non¬ 
sense. 

or is a poor writer and 
ro who is trying to 
save the evening. 

B. A play written to 
satirize the dramatic 
but predictable plot 
lines of the old me¬ 
lodramas and the cur¬ 
rent soap operas. The 
verbose language and 
the cliches are, there¬ 
fore, intended but are 
not witty enough to 
save the dialogue from 
the boredom the style 
engenders or to let the 
audience in on the 
joke. 

A young director 
has recognized the in¬ 
tention and its weak¬ 
nesses, and has at¬ 
tempted to entertain 
the audience through 
the dull bits with sight 
gags and inventions 


which are distracting 
enough to kill any in¬ 
terest in the details of 
the original plot. 

In this case, the 
writer’s purpose and 
technique was not 
clear and the director 
has muddied the wa¬ 
ters further. 

C. Just possibly, (it’s 
hard to tell now) the 
original script would 
have played straight, 
but a young director 
brought up in the TV 
and movie tradition 
(he’s from USC’s ci¬ 
nema school), found it 
too static and arbitra¬ 
rily decided to show 
off his own fertile ima¬ 
gination by turning it 
into something out of 
“The Adams Family.” 

In this unlikely case, 
the director should be 
spanked. 

The plot involves the 
mechinations of a pair of 
servants to save the ex¬ 
tensive business holdings 
of their reclusive master 
until his long-lost grand¬ 
son can be found. 

The actors come out 
of all this with consider¬ 
able credit, since they 
maintain their exaggera¬ 
ted characters with ap¬ 
parent ease and seem 
sporting about the more 
rediculous aspects of 
their job. Bill Berney, 
Gina Gavin, Patty And¬ 
rews, Herb Patterson, 
Willard Dudley and 
Richard Hatem, certain¬ 
ly knock themselves out 
to give the audience its 
money’s worth. 

As to Tim Doyle’s 
wild direction — the 
“Exposition ” sign 
works, the lion-in-the- 
basement works, the 
pills are eventually ex¬ 
plained and there are 
other legitimate laughs, 
but many of the gags go 
on too long and others 
are completely incom¬ 
prehensible.

Basin served by the line. Sierra Madre, which draws 
its water from the much higher East Raymond Ba¬ 
sin, voted against the bond issue and proceeded to 
investigate the possibility of withdrawing from the 
district. It proved to be impossible. 

We remained in the district, with the five di¬ 
rectors at that time promising a means of getting 
water to us, if needed, “soon.” 

As of this dale, we still don’t have the means 
of getting water, although William Whiteside, 
general manager of our district, states that 
“two different agreements between the district and 
the city of Arcadia are now ‘in the works’ and one 
or the other should be consumated by the end of 
this year.” (Update: this statement was made in 
March, 1985, and, as of this writing, neither agree¬ 
ment has been consumated, although Whiteside now 
states that still another “agreement” which, he says, 
he is not at liberty to divulge, is also “in the 
works”). 

Should the Arcadia agreements come to pass, 
the question remains of how costly it would be and 
what portion of the cost the district would assume, 
would Sierra Madre end up paying a great deal 
more for its water than the other three cities in 
the di.stricl, while paying its equal share of every¬ 
thing else? 

In subsequent articles, we will take a look al 
these questions and some of the rea.sons why our 
lax rale is so high in comparison to Monrovia and 
other members of MWD. _ jm

Okay! How many of you have ever used 
a vending machine? You know you drop a coin 
in the slot and get a candy bar or a pack of 
gum? And how many of you have received 
some unexpected change back — maybe a 
nickel or a dime and never reported it? 

I mean, if this machine, which offers you 
any type of candy almost magically, sometimes 
gives you a reward in change, it’s okay, isn’t 
it?

A pastry that is ac¬ 
tually called a pasty 
(pass-tee) has been Ame¬ 
ricanized and is now sold 
at Pasty Perfect at 166 
W. Foothill Blvd. in 
Monrovia by Rodger and 
Susie Harbaugh who 
opened their shop on 
“Boxing Day” in 198.5, 
the day after Christmas. 

This rich, fragrant, 
hearty meal in a crust 
was actually developed 
for the miners in the 
County of Cornwall, 
England. 

The miners carried the 
not pasties in their shirts 
and the crust had to be 
thick and hard enough 
to withstand the cold 
and dirt of the mines. 
At lunchtime the crust 
would be broken open 
and the hot, hearty meal 
would sustain the miners 
until the end of their 
working day. 


The Harbaughs fea¬ 
ture a much lighter, fla¬ 
kier crust, however. 

The Cornish Miners 
came to the Upper Pe¬ 
ninsula of Michigan 
around the turn of the 
century where iron ore 
and copper ntines were 
abundant. 

The original Cornish 
pasty basically consisted 
of coarse chopped beef, 
sliced potatoes, turnips 
and onions, wrapped in 
dough and baked. Now, 
the Americanized ver¬ 
sion consists of ground 
beef (or turkey), diced 
potatoes, carrots and on¬ 
ions tucked into the de¬ 
licious, golden brown 
crust.

I lie ( haniiel Islands 
National Park, establish¬ 
ed in I9H0, is comprised 
of five of Ilic eight is¬ 
lands lying off the coast 
of Vertinra, cxtenditig 
for one nautical mile 
around each island. Ihc 
total area is 125,()0() 
acres, offering an im- 
tiiensc variety of land 
and sea life, including 
the largest creature on 
earth, the blue whale. 

Each of the islattds has 
it.> own special enviroti- 
ment for visitors to sa¬ 
vor, atid Island Packers, 
which has the park’s 
fratiehisc, offers a wide 
variety of trips to the 
islands, from half-day 
cruises to three-day, or 
longer excursions. 

riic two least-known 
islands are Santa Barba¬ 
ra and Santa Cruz. 

Santa Barbara Islatid 
offers an opportunity to 
view the rare Northern 
Elephattt Seal, as well as 
sea liotis, seals, birds and 
tide pools. Situated some 
40 miles off the coast, 
this island lies far to 
the south of the other 
four. 

Santa Cruz Island of¬ 
fers accommodations, 
although some hiking is 
required and, again, 
your own gear, fuel and 
food. Scorpion Ranch, 
dating back to 1889, is 
located on East Santa 
Barbara. 

A 3.5-mile hike takes 
the visitor to Smuggler’s 
Cove Ranch, where a re¬ 
furbished adobe ranch 
house, bedrooms, kitch¬ 
en and dining room are 
available. Food and a 
cook can be provided at 
extra cost. 


Mie largest and most 
diverse of the islands, 
Santa Cruz, extends 24 
miles from tip to tip, 
and encompasses 96 
square miles. Its 2400- 
ft. peak is the highest 
point of all the Channel 
Islands. Its Hora includes 
over 6(X) different plant 
and 140 bird species. 

Privately owned, the 
island is under contract 
to the Nature Conser¬ 
vancy which will acquire 
total ownership in the 
year 2008. 

Anacapa, the closest 
island to the mainland, 
lies 14 miles off the coast 
of Ventura. Although 
spanning five miles from 
tip to tip, the island 
covers only about one 
square mile and is com¬ 
prised of three small is¬ 
lets, requiring a boat bet¬ 
ween land masses. 

Noted for its January 
to March whale watches, 
the island also offers an 
abundance of sea birds, 
including the endangered 
brown pelican. Day trips 
and picnicking are allow¬ 
ed and the island’s south 
side is reknowned for its 
lidepools and, for snork- 
lers, caves, coves and 
shipwrecks. 

Camping is restricted 
to East Anacapa, with a 
steep climb and '/ 4 -mile 
hike to the campground. 
Special note: when the 
fog horn is on, don’t 
visit the lighthouse. Se¬ 
vere hearing loss may re¬ 
sult. 

Santa Rosa, the sec¬ 
ond largest of the five 
park islands, is 15 miles 
long and spreads over 
53,000 acres. It offers a 
wide range of contrast¬ 
ing scenery, from moun¬ 
tains to canyons and 
gently rolling hills, with 
rocky terraces and uni¬ 
que fresh-water marshes 
thrown in for good mea¬ 
sure. Huge kelp beds sur¬ 
rounding the island pro¬ 
vide nourishment and 
shelter for an astound¬ 
ing variety of sea life. 

Over 180 undisturbed 


archeological sites have 
been found here, dating 
from early man, Chu- 
mash Indian occupation 
and inhabitants of the 
early historic era. 

Cattle, sheep and pig 
ranching in the 1800s de¬ 
stroyed much of the is¬ 
land’s native fauna, but 
a number of unique spe¬ 
cies survive, including 
Torrey pines and almost 
200 different bird spe¬ 
cies can be found here. 
No camping is permit¬ 
ted. 

Last of the five is¬ 
lands, San Miguel, is the 
westernmost. Eight miles 
long and four miles 
wide, the island is main¬ 
ly a plateau, swept by 
harsh winds and offering 
a rugged, lonely and 
beautiful landscape. 

It is the only place 
in the world where five 
different species of seals 
and sea lions breed. The 
small island boasts over 
500 archeological sites. 

The island contains 
numerous seals an^ sea 
lions at breeding time 
and prime examples of 
caliche. California’s dis¬ 
coverer, Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrillo, is thought to 
have been buried here in 
1543, although his grave 
has never been found. 

Sheep, cattle and hor¬ 
ses were brought to the 
island in the 1850s and 
World War II brought 
practice bombing raids 
by the Navy, which pre¬ 
cludes wandering off es¬ 
tablished trails. No 
camping is permitted. 

Travelers who relish 
the unusual and unique, 
the lonely and the love¬ 
ly, will find this 40th 
national park an adven¬ 
ture worth savoring.

If you fancy yourself 
as a martyr driving on 
L.A. freeways (or even 
around Sierra Madre at 
certain times), you owe 
yourself a visit to at least 
several of the following: 
Norway, where the buses 
skim around fyords and 
fly down hairpin turns 
from mountain aeries at 
80 mph, hanging part 
way over the barricades; 
Egypt, where bus drivers 
play “chicken” head-on 
and compete with camels 
in Cairo; Greece, where 
drivers consider anything 
under 100 mph “sissy”; 
or Germany, where any¬ 
body on the Autobahn 
caught going under 200 
mph is pulled over for 
obstructing traffic. 

We have found that 
Paris, Jerusalem, Hel¬ 
sinki, Istambul, Acapulce, 
the Costa del Sol, Truk 
and Caracas — to name 
a few — each has its 
colorful version of Man¬ 
iacal driving. 

A recent visit to Puerto 
Rico added yet another 
unique style. 

Here the approach is 
truly creative. Each driver 
seems to feel an over¬ 
whelming urge to reshape 
another car into some¬ 
thing worthy of Picasso 
or Dali and their artistic 
achievements are awe-in-^' 
spiring. Chickens, goals 
and the like are, of course, 
fair game and rale con¬ 
siderably higher than 
pedestrians, being edible. 

We were with two other 
couples and had rented a 
car for our four-day visit. 


The men took turns driv¬ 
ing and, like their ad- 
ver.saries, each had his 
own creative approach to 
the problem. 

My husband took the 
consevative path, yield¬ 
ing to any and all comers. 

Phil, a Porsche driver, 
simply out - maneuvered 
the enemy, while Randy 
rolled down his window 
and vigorously lectured 
each sinner on his evil 
ways. 

All three are veteran 
freeway drivers and we 
managed to come away 
without a dent — to the 
car. Our nerves were 
mutilated.

cusions until after the 
Spanish - American War 
when Puerto Rico was 
seceded to the U.S. and 
finally became a com¬ 
monwealth in 1952. 

Other sites worth visit- 
in San Juan include the 
Museums of Art and His¬ 
tory and Pablo Cassals, 
where the immortal cellist 
can be enjoyed on num¬ 
erous different tapes. Still 
others worth a visit are 
the San Jose Church 
(second oldest in the West¬ 


ern Hemispher), Domini¬ 
can Convent (where na¬ 
tive arts and crafts can 
be found), Casa Blanca 
and La Fortaleza — 
each with intriguing his¬ 
tory and noteworthy ar¬ 
chitectural features. 

We drove around the 
island, spending a half 
hour beach-combing, 
where we garnered some 
130 small, but exquisite 
shells — pink and orange 
and black, striped and 
convoluted and spiked. 


to add to the shell col¬ 
lection. 

Unfortunately, the 
water was too rough for 
snorkling and men opted 
for sight-seeing, rather 
than diving. The quaint 
villages and their color¬ 
ful fellow Americans, 
rugged mountains, fields 
of sugar cane and pine¬ 
apple and the incredible 
Caribbean turqouise, 
sapphire and emerald 
waters make it a worth¬ 
while choice. 

One highlight was a 
visit to Tibes, site of a 
Taina Indian settlement 
dating back to 900 - 
1200 A.D. Artifacts in 
the museum bore a haun¬ 
ting resemblance to Co¬ 
lumbia River art here on 
the West Coast, with 
faces exhibiting round, 
gaping mouths and eyes 
surrounded by concen¬ 
tric circles. 

We enjoyed our visit, 
but if we ever return, 
we’ll rent an armored 
tank. Maybe then we, 
too, can achieve artistic 
greatness by reshaping 
all the other cars on the 
roadway.
